Nov. 21.—The United King¬ 
dom is more absorbed in politics now 
than for many years, and the coming 
week will see the culmination of the 
fierce warfare thst has been carried 
on over the budget. 

The House of Lords Is expected to 
vote Thursday on Lord Lansdowne'a 
resolution calling for the rejection of 
the budget. 

Before thst time most of the leaders 
in the upper house will speak on the 
question. Lord Rosebery's effort for the 
Conservatives and that f>( the Earl of 
Halsbury for the Liberals, are awaited 
with the most Interest. 

Probably the largest number of lords 
will be mustered for the vote since the 
rejection of home rule. About 450, many 
of whom practically are strangers to 
Parliament, are likely to be assembled, 
and not more than one-quarter of these 
will support the budget. Most of the 
politicians predict that when the ques¬ 
tion goes before the people at the gen¬ 
eral election In January It will be Im¬ 
possible to wipe out the great Liberal 
majority and the Liberal government 
will be returned, but with a compara¬ 
tively small majority. The betting at 
Lloyds Is three to one In favor of the 
Liberals. 

The Liberal leaders declare that the 
inaue Is whether the hereditary chamber 
shall rule the eouiUry.

All the long day the vigil endured. 
At the end of It no living manor bt»y had 
been added to the list of the twenty 
rescued yesterday. At nightfall the 
toll stood twenty saved, ninety-two 
dead and 198 missing. 

All day long the tolling of church 
bells resounded In Cherry and Spring 
Valley, Eighteen bodies were interred 
to-day in a field south of the town. At 
the mine a coffin of a dozen victims 
awaited removal while a score of cask¬ 
ets were piled nearby for those who are 
to come. 

Service* for the dead were held out¬ 
side the churches Into which Coroner 
Malm deemed It Inadvisable the bodies 
be taken. From the yet still uncovered 
graves In which the Roman Catholic 
dead were placed, the pastor hurried to 
the mine entrance where, with a second 
priest, he waited to administer the iast 
rites for the living, should his services 
be needed.

CASTRO CHARGED WITH FO¬ 
MENTING REVOLUTION. 


LATE PRESIDENT’S FRIENDS 
LANGUISH IN PRISONS. 


GOMEZ MEETS OPPOSITION. 


The rescuers Worked ss If this was 
their belief. The fire In the second level 
was forced back and early In the aft¬ 
ernoon the workers could pas* it. but 
the black damp In the east gallery was 
an obstacle that proved insurmount¬ 
able. 

Through It the bodies of thirty-seven 
men could be seen. Preparations for 
taking out of these thirty-seven were 
rushed when the morbid throng about 
the mine had thinned. 

That the bodies might have been 
taken up earlier was admitted by those 
lr. charge of the work, but they thought 
of the scenes that would have followed. 
The thirty-seven bodies were not 
brought to the surface, but ten other 
bodies were.

Curious Throngs Gather. 


A crowd numbering thousands frank¬ 
ly seeking sensation, careless of the 
grief about them, and apparently thor¬ 
oughly enjoying the scene about the pit 
pressed against the rope barricade until 
dusk. 

Here and there in the chattering 
groups could be seen a few* whose mem¬ 
ory of the scene would endure with life. 
Their silent, tense watching, and eager 
inquiries of the gw’-rds when any un¬ 
wonted stir occurred about the shAft- 
house indicated without question their 
relation to those "down there." 

In the mine level the work of the 
rescuer* went on unceasingly Relays 
of eager miner* succeeded those whose 
strength failed. Those who starred 
ft< in the pit mouth were surrounded 
instantly and a babel of questions 
hurled at them.

Caracas. Venezuela. Tuesday. Nov. 9 . 

-Former President Castro, an exile In 
Santander, Spain, is accused daily by 
the highest officials of the Venezuelan 
Government of attempting to foment a 
revolution against the Gomez regime. 

The continued agitation caused by the 
wholesale arrests of Castro partisan*, 
by the recent sensational spilt In the 
Liberal party whan an attempt wo* 
made to reorganize It. and by the near 
approach of the next session of Con¬ 
gress, which will elect a constitutional 
president for four years, has stirred 
political feeling until again to-day a 
spirit of unrest and uncertainty exists. 

Either a serious condition of affairs 
doe* exist in Venezuela, due to steps 
being taken by the overthrown dictator 
to wreak vengeance on President Gomez 
or there is tin ctoject which Inspires the 
Government to make it appear that 
Castro Is busy conferring with his fol¬ 
lower*. This object, the opponents of 
Gomez say, is perhaps to Justify the 
wholesale arrests' which have been 
made. 

Everyone believes Casfro will never 
rest until he has made another effort 
to ruin those who were responsible for 
bis Ignomlnoua downfall. Times are 
hard for his friends In Venezuela to¬ 
day. The following are among many 
notables now languishing in the same 
prisons which they once filled’with their 
enemies: 

R. Tello Mendoza, Castro’s boon com¬ 
panion and financier, who made millions 
lor himself; Simon Bello, Castro's 
brother-in-law; Trlho Castro. Castro** 
brother; R Castillo Chapellln. chief of 
the Castro party In the late Congress, 
and Gen. Pcraza, leader of the opposi¬ 
tion In Congress. 

Peroza was Jailed because he w*os 
about to start a newspaper to oppose 
the re-election of President Gomez. 

Many of the best friends of Gomez 
believe the reorganization of the Lib¬ 
eral party now going on threaten the 
present administration and that at the 
laut moment Congress will bring for¬ 
ward a man to oppose Gomez. Such 
able and faithful supporter* of Gomez 
ns Gen. Leopoldo Baptlsta, who was the 
brain* of the*reaction against Castro, 
and Ramon Ayala, first vice president 
of Venezuela, have emphatically refus¬ 
ed to serve In the party organization or 
to countenance It in any way.

All the facts in the case surrounding 
the killing of Patrolmen Will Murphy 
and the probable fatal wounding of Harry 
Stoddard early yesterday morning devel¬

Ziegler, Mr*. Anna Fisher and Mr* Ida 
olcbert, wife, mother-in-law and sls- 

ter-ln-lsw of the slayer, made com¬ 
plete statement* concerning the trouble 
which led up to the’ tragedy. 
In the .hooting of Stoddard by 

Zcigler It eeem* to have been a case 
of u husband believing he was ja*Une«i 
in taking the unwritten law in his own 
hands, ,and tn the killing of the polhd- 
man it was the case of an officer of the 
law losing his life In the performance of 
his duty. 

Mr*. Seibert stated that Ziegler had 
gone to the Fisher home, 15)6 Ba.rd 
street, shortly before midnight and de¬ 
manded to see his wife. Mrs. Ziegler had 
retired, but Ziegler went into her room 
and talked with her for several minutes. 

"Are you sure that he is the roan?" 
Mrs*' Seibert and Mrs. Fl*her heard Zieg¬ 
ler ask his wife. The women outside the 
bedroom could not underetand the wife's 
reply, but a moment later husband and 
wife walked back into the kitchen and 
held a conversation in which it wee in¬ 
sinuated that the n^an of whom they 
were talking had committed some grave 
offense. Ziegler then went to the door, 
pulled bock the cloth blind a few Inches, 
pointed his finger at soma one In the 
darkness outside and asked again: "Are 
you sure he le the fellow?" Mr*. Ziegler 
looked at the person Indicated and said: 

Tea, Val, that is the man.”

Started To Kill Him. 


According to the witnesses, Ziegler drew 
a revolver and said: "Then. I'm going to 
kill him." He opened the door and fired 
twice al the person outside. Mrs. Seib-rt 
and Mrs. Fisher heard several voices 
muttering in the yard, and then heard a 
man say: "Boys, I’m shot; take me to a 
doctor.” 

Ziegler and his wife went back into the 
bedroom and remained there until a large 
t-rowd had gathered In the Fisher yard 
aod tn the street outside Some time later 
t9*>ee In the house heard slept on the 
walk, there ss* a knock at the door and 
some orm shouted: "Let me In, I'm a po¬ 
liceman." 

Mrs Seibert said that she was badly 
frightened and threw the bolt on the 
door. Then she pulled back the blind 
and said she called; "if you're an officer,

Mrs Seibert heard a heavy fall, re¬ 
turned to the kitchen and saw a man 
lying on the floor bleeding pro fusel), and 
a crowd of angry men surging into the 
house Some one called for a doctor gnj 
others began to work with the prostrate 
figure Ziegler and his wife stood back in 
a shadowed comer for a short time and 
then went back into tho bedroom. Ztegle- 
•tarted to rail against fate and with bit¬ 
ter feeling cursed rhe man who had caus¬ 
ed the trouble which reuulted In the kill¬ 
ing of the volfrrman. a friendly acquaint - 
anc* of the man who hod used tho 
weapon with such deadly effect. 

The police reserve* from the Fourth 
district arrived about fifteen minute* after 
the shooting, and a short time labor a 

It was seen 
mined lately that Murphy was post ad 
physical help, and so Father Ford, of 81 
Patrick'* church, administered the las:

was removed to his home In an ambu¬ 
lance a few' minutes later. 

Mrs. Seibert says that Ziegler fired two 
shots at Stoddard and that he fired twice 
at the patrolman. One of the shots fired 
at the pollgeman went wild of Its mark 
and was found Imbedded in the wall after 
having gone through the side of a cup¬ 
board. When Ziegler was taken to the 
Fourth district station house a five-shot 
25-caliber revolver was removed from Ms 
pocket. But two exploded cartridges were 
In th* cylinder The slayer told the 
complete story of the trouble to MaJ. Pat¬ 
rick Rldg*\ night chief of police, the 
statement w'hlch was corroborated by 
the statements of hi* wife and relatives. 

Seen at the Jail yesterday afternoon. 
Ziegler refused to make a statement for 
publication, saying that he did not feel 
like talking after the experiences of ths 
early morning.

GILBERT WHITE PLACE 3 LU¬ 
NETTES IN NEW CAPITOL 


Tells the Story of Boone and His 
Companions In Two His¬ 
torical Scenes. 


Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 21.—(Special.) — 
After in »nth* of work In hla studio In 
Paris. Gilbert White to-day had the 
satisfaction of ©eetng hi* Lunettes put 
in place In the new Capitol, and of 
knowing that the work meets with the 
approval of the members of the Capitol 
Cocnmlesion, who have geen the paint¬ 
ings. Mr. White put up the paintings 
on Sunday, because that w*» the only 
day that ho could shut out visitors 
from the Capitol, and he did not want 
to work with a/crowd watching him. 
The Lunettes have been placed over 
the entrance to the House and Senate. 
Mr. White, the artist, gave the follow¬ 
ing statement about the painting to the 
Courier-Journal correspondent this aft¬ 
ernoon : 

I have Just finished and am placing 
my work in the new Capitol build¬ 
ing. 1 have choeen the beginning of 
things historical as appropriate for the 
entrance to the House of Representative*, 
the beginning of things legislative 
The picture show© Boon© and his com¬ 
panions as they have emerged from the 
woods at the close of day on a bluff 
ovcrlwoklng the valley of the Kentucky 
River Below them at retches the Un¬ 
broken wilderness They have paused 

S rlor to continuing their Journey, struck 
y the wonder of th© fertile country of 
their discovery. 

For the entrance to th© ScmUe I have 
depicted the first deliberative body to 
meet in the history of the State—the 
Treaty of Weukaga. at which th** land of 
Kentiicky was bought from the Cherokee©

on explorer In the employ of the Cana¬ 
dian Government. The iitUe chap U 
brown and fuxxy, like a lady's hat, aud 
seems to have the most delightful man¬ 
ners. At ail events, Keeper Barney 
McEnroe had his arm about the lady's 
neck and little Mias Melville seemed 
willing to kiss him. 

"Why can't all goat* behave Ilk© a 
musk ox?" asked Mr. McEnroe, turn¬ 
ing an angered ©yo at the mountain 
godts. in vviios* corral the little musk 
ox has been given fenvod-off quarters. 

The goats are quit© fond of McEnroe 
en brochette. Every time they get a 
chance they spike him with thair horns. 
though Barney never fails to • * 

second on th© Jump when he see* th m 
coming. The chances arc that ho will 
display favoritism for the little musk 
ox now,.for that-smull block and t«n 
anJma! seemed of a most domestic dis¬ 
position.

Arctic islands So far a* Director Hnrn- 
aday knows, no musk ox was ever cap- * 
tured there before. The few that havs 
b^n caught hav© been trapped In Kdve- 
mt-re Land. Unfortunately, they do not 
live long In captivity. The Bronx Zoo 
ha* had two musk oxen before, but 
both di<‘d shortly ufter tbelr arrival 
here. \ 

Ordinarily the musk ox dies of pneu¬ 
monia In thia climate, being as unequal 
to the tusk or facing th# southern sum¬ 
mer* e* i»re the Eskimos, and dying 
from thf* tuim© affections of the luhgs . 
that carry off the*© brown-skinned peo¬ 
ple when they\vlslt southern latitudes. 

"This la the dnly musk ox In captiv¬ 
ity In the United States," said Director 
Homaday, "and so far a* I know the 
only ones now alive In ciptlvlty are la 
the Zoos at Copenhagen and Herlln. 

This one l* but six months old. and 
seem* n very lu*althy. happy specimen. 

.She was brought to Quebec by Bernier 
after the greatest difficulty, and ship¬ 
ped to us from there In an ordinary im¬ 
press crate. 8h© seemed to stand th© 
Journey very well indeed, and l* appar¬ 
ently of a very pleusant disposition.

Curing by touch or laying on of hand* 
occurred evidently in the reign of King 
Char lee II., not a kingly prerogative, for 
It is shown by su old print how one 
Valentine Ureatrakcs. Esq., performed 
tho same beneficent stunt. Greatra***’ 
proceeding 1* described in an old work, 
no longer In popular or general demand, 
entitled “The Miraculous Conformist, or 
an Account of Marxelou* Cures Per¬ 
formed by stroking uf the Hands of Mr. 
Valentine Ureaturlck." By Henry 
Stubby. Physician, Oxford. 1M6. 

It utipeare from this book that Valen¬ 
tine Greatt ake* wo* born in Ireland, of 
good family, wnd that he bore a reputa¬ 
tion for exemplary honesty and sobriety 
He attained great prominence about tne 
middle of the Seventeenth century on 
account of hi* marvelous cures of dis¬ 
eases by stroking with the hands. 

At first he confined lilt* efforts to the 
cure of scrofula, or “king's evil." Sub¬ 
sequently he successfully treated patients 
with many other diseases, such as apo¬ 
plexy. convulsions, palsy, etc. 

Dr. Stubbe. a physb-lan of repute In 
hie day. say* of Grvatrake*: "I saw him 
stroke a man for a great and settled 
p*tn in his left shoulder, which rendered 
Ms arm u*ele*s.

Thence, upon a second stroking, it flew 
to the elbows, thence to the wrist, thence 
t » hi* ahoulder again, and thence to his 
finger*, whence It went out upon his last 
stroking, so that he moved hi* arm vig¬ 
orously every way." 

Hypnotic device*, such as ar*» employed 
ut the present time, are shown In the 
exhibit. Among these appliance* is a 
motor device having two crops arm* set 
with small mirror* on each *id© which 
are caused to revolve rapidly. A shaft 
of light Is thrown upon the arm* in a 
dark room, and the patient, it la nfl1rm**d, 
t» thrown into tbe hypnotic condition by 
VHxing upon the whirling mirrors. Then* 
ta a umail bright metal Dull, with an at¬ 
tachment for the forehead, the globe of 
metal, when the Instrument l* adjusted, 
hanging Just over the patient's eye*. The 
person' who contemplates the metal ball 
fixedly for a sufficient length of time la 
said to yield to a state of trance.

As to the Cost of Living. 

The cost of Hvlng has been the subject 
recently of an interesting controversy lu 
Sacramento, Col. Basing its demand 
dn the' "increased cost of living," the 
Typographical Union of Saonmiento 
asked for an increase in wages. The 
Newspaper Publishers* Association pro¬ 
posed an Investigation of prices and a 
friendly agreement was made that the 
union and the Publishers* Association 
each should appoint a committee to 
gather details. 

When a comparison of notes began 
the unl<\n men submitted the opinions 
of several grocers and meal merchants 
to the effect that there had been a 10 
per cent, increase In the cost of 
living. One* merchant thought the 
price of clothing hod Increased 5 per 
cent. One shoe dealer expressed the 
opinion that shoes generally cost 50 
cents more than five years ago. One 
real estate man said there had been an 
Increase In rents, while others thought 
rents generally iver- lower than five 
years previous. 

The publishers' committee went more 
deeply Into details than the union's in¬ 
vestigators. It prepared tabulated state¬ 
ments showing the cost fn 1908, 1904 
and 1899 of the leading staple articles. 
Figures relating to groceries, fresh veg¬ 
etables, canned goods, etc., were taken 
from the catalogues of one of tho prin¬ 
cipal grocery Arms In Sacramento. Meat 
quotations were made from tho pub¬ 
lished market reports of the years 
named. Other prices were secured from 
books and records furnished by dealers. 
In making Us detailed reply to the Ty¬ 
pographical Union the publishers' com¬ 
mittee starts out by saying: 

Theie la a well-defined public opinion 
that the cost of living has materially In¬ 
creased In the past five years, but Inves¬ 
tigation shows that this Is based, not on 
an actual Increase In the price of Items 
properly entering Into the cost of living, 
but on the fact that the average family 
Is spending more mohey and saving lets 
than it used to. Later on It will be 
shown that Hour is about the only Item 
of living expense in Sacramento in which 
there has been a material Increase since 
KHM, and as the Hour bill In the average 
family of tour and seven-tenths persons 
is only one-ffftleth of the total living 
expense, it will be seen that even a 
material rise In flour tand even If not 
offset by a reduction In other Items) will 
not make a noticeable Increase in the 
total living expense. 

"So far as Sacramento Is concerned, 
the change which many families rind to¬ 
day in their expenditures la due entirely 
to themselves, und their desire for more 
luxuries, and not in anv way to a change 
of living conditions. This statement wilt 
come as a surprise to many, but a care¬ 
ful comparison of prices of the main 
items of family expense five or ten years 
ago. and this year, will fully bear it out. 
The woman who poya $20 to $40 for a hat, 
simply because it has been imported or 
catrles a unique or fantastic style, when 
the same hat will be sold later In the 
«r:u*on on its Intrinsic merit for $5 or $7, 
will say that the difference represents 
the Increase in living expanse, as will 
the man who this year has replaced hi* 
bicycle by an automobile. The wage 
earner whose inclinations, or whose fam¬ 
ily’s desire*, this year call for more ex¬ 
pensive clothes and amusements than 
were satisfying five years ago, finds hts 
monthly expenditures Increasing und his 
savings decreasing, and assumes that the 


cost of living has gone up. It Is no more 
true in one raze than In the ofhor. And 
we are quite stirs that ,an nnatysls of the 
facts and figure* will coa\lace your com¬ 
mittee on this point." 

The publishers then ^oko up a larg-* 
number of items In detail. As to cloth¬ 
ing, they assert that a man "can dress 
better to-day for the samo or less 
money;* than five or ten yean* ago. 
Hhlrts and underclothes are as low as 
formerly, "not always the Mime gar¬ 
ments, but equal or better in appear¬ 
ance and durability." In shoe* it Is as- 
scrt«4l a few men nrt- paying fancy 
prices while most men are buying foot¬ 
wear that costs them "no more than 
formerly and some times less." Of hots 
it la said that while a good hat for¬ 
merly was not tp be had for leas than 
$5, "now for ft.aO there is sold one 
which ts made from the same block.' 
looks as w'ell and lasts as long," Dis¬ 
cussing women's wear, the assertion 
Is made that a woman can be outfitted 
in a ^tter way for the same money 
that she spent five or ten years ago. 
The committee adds: 

"Hut there seem* to be this Ulfferener: 
while the men generally take advantage 
of the opportunity to get the unw or an 
improved servb e for the same or a lower 
price, many women art* not content so 
to do. Their views in instances as to th© 
stylo of clothes they should wear and 
tho material from which they should be 
made have changed. But the Increased 
expenditure occasioned thereby ts not *a 
Just charge against the 'cost of living.' " 

Passing from the subJ»>oct of wear¬ 
ing appuro-l the publishers' committee 
take* up the prices of meats. It fluds 
that be*f of all kinds in June, 1909, was 
10 per cent, to 25 per cent, cheaper than 
In Juno, 1904. Mutton leg und rib 
chops were the same as tn 1904; stew 
won 35 per cent, cheupcr; shoulder 
chops we*r 20 per cent, ciioupcr. Most 
of the cuts of pork were quoted at the 
same as in 1904; tenderloin was 15 per 
cent, cheaper; veal was 5 to 15 per cent, 
cheeper; all canned meats about the 
same as in lloi and fish practically the 
same. 

Looking into the matter of groceries, 
tho committee reports that coffee and 
tea'sell at the same price as in 1904; 
condensed milk la 10 *>er cent, cheaper; 
sugiur Is a little lower; maple syrup a 
Utile lowtT; cane sugar a trifle higher; 
rice unchanged. "Flour," tho report 
says, "seems to be the one staple in 
which there lias been a material 
increase In flve years." In June, 1909. 
It wae 50 per cent, higher than tn June, 
1904. Since June it has declined. The 
committee thinks It would be "mani¬ 
festly unfair to say then* has been any 
Increase in fre»*h vegetables." Bunch 
vegetables. It finds, are higher. Po¬ 
tatoes are the same tig In 1904. and 
much cheaper than In 1899' There hag 
been no change fn cabbage and beets; 
carrots and turnips arc 11 to 20 per 
cent, cheaper. In canned vegetables 
com Is 33 per cent, cheaper; tomatoes 
are the same price; tyeana and hominy 
the same; peas arc higher. The com¬ 
mittee draws the conclusion that "ns 
more corn and tomatoes are consumed 
than all other kinds of canned vege¬ 
tables, It Is fair $o say that prices are 
knver than In 194)4." 

As to fruit the committee says It 
probably is spmew’hat cheaper than it 
was five years ago. Peaches are low¬ 
er; pears are higher; plums are the 
same; currants are cheaper; apples, 
oranges*, strawberries and blackberries 
are the same. In canned fruits peaches 
are 16 per cent, lower arul other va¬ 
rieties are 6 to 10 por cent, higher. 

The committee also goes Into mi¬ 
nutiae on the question of fuel, light and 
house rent. Finally In auramartxing Its 
findings It believes Its Investigation 
"show's pretty conclusively that then* 
has not been in Sucrgmento CUy any 
appreciable increase In the cost of liv¬ 
ing." therefore concludes; 

"The average famity la spending more 
money than It did five or ten year* ago— 
and spending It unnecesaartly simply be¬ 
cause It has more or is content to save 
less, and has decided at all events to use 
more for pleasures and luxuries, and so 
the general Impression has obtained that 
the cott of living ha* gom* up. Beratise 
of this general Impression the publishers 
thwmselves were inclined to hold that 
view prior to investigation." 

Tho Sacramento publishers have 
made an important contrUmtion to the 
dlscumion of a subject that is of In¬ 
timate concern to the masses of the 
people. 

The spectacle of,a few' citizens of 
Chattanooga in Jail for n&t having pre¬ 
vented a lynching Is highly pleasing.

»u»d joined neither the army of the North 
or South, but who paid a substitute and 
he himself remained at home and made 
money. If we are Christians It's going 
to cost us something Let us enlist and 
enter the contest to spread the gospel 
and bear the standard of the Lord Jesus 
Christ."

READING FOR THE YOUNG. 


"Bad Books and Bad Plays," was the 
subject of the sermon delivered lost 
evening by the Rev. Egbert WaUon 
Smith, pastor of the Second Presbyte¬ 
rian church. Second street and Broad¬ 
way. He pointed out the perils of both 
and alluded to the operations of the 
youthful bandit In New Albany ten 
days ago. Dr. Smith used fhls os a 
vivid Illustration that conveyed vital 
points to those present. He dwelt at 
length on the reading of yellow-back 
novels that paint burglars as heroes 
and Invest murder with the glamor of 
romance. Dr. Smith urged the pareirta 
and teachers to endeavor to guide the 
reading of the young people.

try like the adventurous paladins of old. 
and. If pierced by bullets or tangled in 
swinging rope*, dying like martyrs ts It 
any wonder that these alluring cr.min*! 
thought* cherished and germinating In hla 
mind for months, should finally ripen Into 
criminal acta? Burely there Is a lesson 
here for all parents and tencher*. What¬ 
ever etso we are Ignorant of we should 
trv to know aad to wisely guide the read¬ 
ing of our young people.

"Nor Is this callousness a phenomenon 
peculiar to the cheaper theater*, or what 
are supposed to be less cultivated audi¬ 
ences. It Is even more conspicuous In the 
moat fashionable house#. The truth can¬ 
not be stated too pladnly - unmistakable 
reference# of the most objectionable And 
vicious sort, emoklng-room pleasantries, 
nrc habitually and freely uttered before 
young women, presumably reared In nil 
lmagiu*nble delicacy and refinement, and 
are heard without the least apparent em¬ 
barrassment. 

"Insidious polsom of thl# kind, which 
saps the foundation of modesty, and 
slowly deaden* all the finer instincts, I* 
Incomparably more dangerous to the 
moral health of the community than the 
clumsy and hraxen vulgarity which car¬ 
ries its own an^dote with It. 

'To say thnt tlte evil amounts to a na¬ 
tional peril would scarcely be an exag¬ 
geration."

In w*hloh 
honorable men. so called, fall In love with 
other men's wlvea, and good married 
teomcn. so called, carry on flirtations 
with single men. with not a hint from the 
author that the Seventh Commandment 
In It# spirit, l* being wrecked on every 
page Someone ha# called this "the flesh¬ 
ly fchool of fiction.** It Is n good name 
for here. *■ in fit John's trinity of evils. 

It stands between the world and the devil, 
not na a barrier, but a connecting link. 

From bad bo«»k* I p%«* on to mention 
bad plays on t lip modem «tagc as a moat 
fruitful inaplrer of evil thought* and a 
most prolific source of moral peril to our 
community 1 *fh not bringing nn Indis¬ 
criminate Indictment mminat the stage 1 
am not denouncing a»l play* or actors. 

But I do say that not onlv most of the 
plava presented in our worst theaters, hut j vPimcsa th 
many of the plays presented in our best 1 
arc so morally noxious that twenty year* 
ago they would have been spewed out of 
the mouth of this or any other self-re¬ 
specting community. As my statement* 
mav be met with the question* what do 
you know about tt. riot being yourself a 
theatergoer? I will quote testimonies 
from people who are not preachers.

On a Certain Play. 

A play which made n great hit here 
this fall wn» thus Introduced to our com¬ 
munity and described by ths dramatic 
critic of one of our city papers: 

"The squeamish avoid A B. and the 
sophisticated find more wickedness in It 
than the unsophisticated are likely to 
catch, for some of the characters talk th« 
language of a world unfamiliar to a groat 
many tnenter-goer*—tire world of round¬ 
ers But under the rule that if the story 
contains more wit than wickedness It 1* 
tellable In mixed company.

What defense or excuse is there for this 
hrasen indecency? "Holding the mirror up 
to life." That la the purpose of the stage 
we or© glibly told. And who.t life is It 
thnt thl* depraved stage ts trying to mir¬ 
ror ? A life of gayety and harlotry, a de¬ 
bauched and lustful life In which there 
are no penalties to pay. a life as devoid 
of moral responsibility as It Is of human 
reality. Of the type of woman that fig¬ 
ures as heroine and trips in primrose 
paths of merry dalliance through these 
play*, the Bible says, "Her step* take 
hold on hell." But there 1# small reflec¬ 
tion of the flame In the mirror 'these plays 
hold up to life. A secular magaxlne writer 
plainly and truly says: "The logic of 
Imbecility joined to the morality of the 
demi-monde; t* scene, the Tenderloin; 
dramatis personae, the dregs of society; 
the purpose, that of the pander stimulat¬ 
ing a profitable lust—ouch is the singe

The Court of Appeals decision, which 
w«# generally set forth as an absolute 
©*labll*bmvnt of the legality of betting, 
ts not necessarily tbs point. Something 
In the way of general encouragement 
there came to the horoemrn by th© rea¬ 
son of this decision, because a certain ac¬ 
tive opposition to this boat uf spurts had 
thus been set back in Impossible ven¬ 
tures into m« questiqn of morals. 

Taking the decision of the Court of 
Appeals with respect to betting, It lx 
well to have regurd to th® position of th© 
Judiciary und th© men who make the 
laws at Albany. In this di* talon of the 
Court uf Appeal* It wax well understood 
that the Legislature had intended to stop 
public gambling on the Eastern race¬ 
tracks and *l*©wher©.

By a 
knockout a man could scon* no more than 
the maximum Av« points, so that If the 
other moo woe lauding by a comfortable 
margin the man who soured the knockout 
would still be points behind at the time 
the contest terminated.

that has led to the change In the type 
of Western beef steer. It Is generally 
rei-ognlaed among cattlemen now that 
winter feeding Is well worth while. 
Borne of the big cow outfits have thou¬ 
sands of acres of alfalfa. If the winter 
Is eevere the stock on the range is fed, 
whereas In the old day* the cattle some¬ 
times starved to deeith. A stockman 
who got through an old-fashioned win¬ 
ter with a loss of less thnn 20 per cent 
considered himself lucky, but winter 
feeding haa stopped such tremendous 
losses. 

Experiments by Government experts 
at the Colorado Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment Station at Fort Collins have 
demonstrated that the steer that Is 
winter fed Is In much better condition 
for shipping to market several months 
later than the one that ha* nearly 
starved through the winter and that re¬ 
quires all summer for the upbuilding 
process. Stockmen have learned that 
the old method* were wasteful a» well 
as cruel, Jtnd have not been slow to 
take the hint thrown out by the Gov¬ 
ernment.

Out In the roundup camps where tho 
U*t*f harvester* are at work there is no 
alacumtoii of the beef problem from an 
economic standpoint. The cowboys 
simply know that these aro great days 
for sattlo owners and that their out¬ 
fits are wallowing in prosperity. The 
cattle buyer* who visit the camps are 
not go lordly sjid dictatorial aa former¬ 
ly. They are being dictated to In the 
matter of prices instead of being the 
ones to dictate, and when the boss goe* 
to Chicago or uri^aha or St. Joseph with 
a carload of prime steers he doe* not 
come back scowling and d!**ail»fied. for 
he haa not been compelled to part with 
them for the price of "dogiea." 

Jn £optcmb«w the harvasanc of the 
beef crop begins and the work Is kept 
up through October and November. 
* here Is plenty of work for all the cow¬ 
hands. In fact, the nupply of »non who 
an ride and rope and brand Is grow- 
.iig shorter every year ajid the work 
of filling tha roundup outfits with cap¬ 
able reprej-r ntnUvos of "reps" Is no 
mall vegatlon In Itself. 

M<wt of the men with the rotyidup 
outfits have worked us ranch hands 
.luring the summer, something the old- 
time cowboy would not do. Bv work¬ 
ing on the spring roundups, which be¬ 
gin with the first sign of green on the 
c-attlo ranges, and which are not 
through sometimes until the first of 
July, add when working through the 
mldeummVr months In tne hay fields, 
the men are able to put in most of the 
year at g»»od wage*. Then too the 
winter feeding, which is common with 
most of the big cow outfits, gives em¬ 
ployment to some of the men during 
the winter months. Nearly every big 
cow outfit nowadays puts up lmy which 
1* used to ke« p the cattle in good con¬ 
dition when the heavy snows cover the 
range grasses. 


The packers recently assembled In 
convention wurned the Western catile- 
men that they must raise more cattle 
or they w'ouid force this country to be¬ 
come a beef Importing nation. Cattle¬ 
men realise that there is such a tiling 
iu» forcing prlocs too high. They fear 
that after a certain point has been 
reached the beef-consuming public will 
turn to substitutes for meats. Conse¬ 
quently they ivre beginning & campaign 
of education, looking to the consump¬ 
tion of ohhaper cuts of beef. 

At present BO per cent- of the de¬ 
mand for beef Is for 20 per cent, of the 
carcass of the steer. Butchers arc com¬ 
pelled to charge high prices for the 
steaks and rib cuts most In demand, 
while other cuts, from Hank and shoul¬ 
ders go begging at price* that range 
from S cents a pound upward. 

"There wouldn't be any beef problem 
If American housewives knew how to 
cook the cheaper cuts of meat." said 
one of the most prominent catttle rais¬ 
er^ In the West. "These cheaper cot* 
are excellent when properly cooked, but 
the average housewife serins to think 
that the only piece of beef worth while 
is a porterhouse steak. 

~Bu.t people xx ho know the flavor and 
nutritious qualities of the cheaper cuts 
tdten inrefer them to (he expensive 
cuts. When I look at a nice fat steer 
on llic range and think how 80 per cent, 
of the animal Is virtually wasted It 
makes me lose patience. 

•*The solution of the beef problem i* 
not for us cattlemen to raise more ani¬ 
mals, but to raise finer one* and then 
to have the public educated to a more 
economical use of the supply, dt Ls a 
fit subJectXor teaching In the domestic 
science brunches of the public schools, 
for In it lies Lhe solution of one of the 
greatest food problems the American 
people must face."

Sleek and Heavy. 


The spring roundups are merely for 
branding the new ruJves. but the fall 
roundups are for shipping the market- 
able beeves. Last summer proved ex¬ 
ceptionally beneficial to rattle on the 
Western ranges. The grass wu* lux¬ 
uriant and cured well on the stalk, and 
as a result the cat lit have been sleek 
and heavy whet* rounded up this fall. 

Some of the gras*-fed cattle In Colo¬ 
rado, Wyoming and Montana have been 
shipped direct toHhe market and have 
brought prices equal to corn-fed steers 
from Kansas and Iowa. As a general 
rule the cattle from tha range* are 
shipped to the feeding centers, where 
they are fattened a while before be¬ 
ing slaughtered. 

The stock trains, bearing thousands 
of cattle to the great purchasing points, 
go thundering over the railway sys¬ 
tems that tap the cattle centars. Some¬ 
times these train*, -drawn by double 
headers, have the right of way over 
pa^aeng^r trains and run at forty or < 
fifty miles an hour. Stops are made 
at the feeding points, for under the 
law all stock must be fed In transit. 

It Is no small task to unload one 
of these great stock train* and feed 
the steers and than load the cars again 
and send tha train on Us way. yet 
this must be done several times before 
the cattle train roaches Us destina¬ 
tion. It Is estimated that, aside from 
the human aspect of the case, stock is 
In so much better condition when It 
reaches the market after being fed and 
watered en route that the process ls 
Justified from an economic standpoint. 

In soma of the chief cattle renters of 
lhe West the fall roundups ur« con¬ 
ducted by an association of cattle rais¬ 
ers. Every* cattleman in a certain dis¬ 
trict. according to the number of head 
of cattle h© has on the range, con¬ 
tributes cowboys and share* the general 
roundup expense. One of these uiso¬ 
da tlon roundups does the work for the 
entire district The rights of every 
cattleman are looked out for by his 
"reps" with ilia roundup outfit, so 
when the htef herd Is finally gath¬ 
ered for shipment every cowman knows 
exactly his share. 

• • • 

Packers Buy Ranges. 

In recent years the packer* them¬ 
selves have been buying up cattle In. 
terests In the West. For instance. In 
North Park. Col., one of the finest 
natural cattle range* In the world, 
nearly the entire outfit is owned by a 
grrat Chicago packing concern. S*v- 
oral roundup wagons are run In the 
park, and probably 30Q or (00 cowboys 
are employed by this one outfit. 

The roundup begin* October l. and 
Is continued for about thirty days. 
Theu the trail h«*rd* of beef steer* ar« 
pushed *uer<** the mountain nvads to 
the north toward lhe Union Pacific 
railroad In Wyoming. One herd aJter 
another I* driven along the Big and 
Little l-aramle Rivers to th«* various 
shrlpplng point* along the railroad 

The corrals are fllbd with big Kteers 
right off the unfenced ranges in North 
P?irk.

Fort 
Worth and other Western cities have 
grown to be important pufehaning 
points In recent years. This general dis¬ 
tribution has done much lo take the 
strain off the railroads, but even now it 
Is a serious problem to handle the 
thousands of steers when the fall rush 
to market la on. 

The change* that have been taking 
place In recent year# In the cattle dis¬ 
tricts of tne West have not been con¬ 
fined exclusively to th* c iwboys Not 
only has the old-time cowboy vanished, 
yielding place to a type of greater utili¬ 
ty, a* expressed In the half farmer, half 
puncher, but the old-time steer has 
been replaced with another type.

Another standard fact Is the discovery 
on the coast of Denmark of chalk dust 
which undoubtedly came from the cliffs 
of Normandy. _ 

Prof. Thoulet. the French oceanog¬ 
rapher has determined the precise man¬ 
ner in which thesr particles travel such 
great distances. He finds that the re¬ 
sult Is due entirely to the action of 
waves and tides, causing the particles 
of sand to pursue a xlg*ag course, which 
he likens to the teeth of (I saw, and 
having In tho Chanfiel and North Sea a 
general direction from East to West. 

M Thoulet calculates that each grain 
travels at least 8.00Q yards up and down 
the beach under the Impulse of the In¬ 
coming and retreating waves for each 
ya?d that It i» conveyed parallel with 
the coastline. On an average about fif¬ 
teen waves a minute strike the beach, 
and these caus* a lateral movement of

the guests of the unsuccessful candl 
date. Now comes the puzzle. Who 
voted for L»r Fehr? It was s secret 
ballot, and there Is no way to prove 
Just who cast the twelve ballot*, nnd 
the embarrassment that hits been oc¬ 
casioned can well be Imagined. Those 
who promised to vote for the doctor 
do not want to admit that they did 
not k«*ep their promises by not ac¬ 
cepting nla Invitation for dinner, and 
confessions are In order, according to 
the candidate. Howtvr, the dinner 
will be given nnd the unfaithful will 
b* forgiven, but when it comes time 
for the toasts, affidavit* may In- re¬ 
quired by the toastmaster.

“The 
locust invasion thl* year.** he *ald. "hue 
assumed serious proportion* ever since 
ths pest* reached Entre Rio* province and 
creased the Parana River. There are lo- 
ousts »n Argentina every year, but the 
Government has been quite successful In 
keeping them down during the pfiat few 
year* If they have progressed A9 far 
south as Buenos Ay re* province, it would 
seem as tf they had gotten beyond con- 
hot"

Ac¬ 
tivity Is confined lo the proven area 
around Compton, efforts at developing 
oil in contiguous territory no longer be¬ 
ing made.

Foreign Countrie* Making Rapid Ad¬ 
vances On United State®. 

Toledo. O.. Nov. 21 —(Special.)—Ax far 
as the petroleum fields are concerned, the 
producers are meeting with must won- 
d<-rftil success In finding the crude pro¬ 
duct. and In that line the Industry never 
looked any brighter, but thAt is only one 
side of the gigkntlc Industry. The buyers 
of the crude product are up against a 
very hard proposition, and are scouring 
the countries far and wide for a market 
for the large surplus production. rlg- 
uree ehtrw that the dally production of 
petroleum in the United States field* 
amount to 615,000 barrel*, which Is pro¬ 
duced In seventeen Btate*. In the for¬ 
eign countries the production figures 
about 350.COO barrels a dav. making a 
grand total production of 866.000 barrel* 
of crude oil dully. 

The American field* are now producing 
but 69 62 per cent of the world'* supply 
of crude and the foreign countries 40 48 
per cent. At the rate that new Arid* ar« 
lefng found and opened up In foreign 
lands. It will only be a ahort time until 
the production between the United 
States and all foreign countries com¬ 
bined will he sn even thing, and it will 
make the American concerns naturally cut 
the price of the finished product to get a 
market In the foreign land*, which means 
that the prices of the crude or raw ma¬ 
terial will also he slashed In thl* country, 
a* the present production Is doubly large 
for consumption In thl* country.

Bonds Not Invalidated. 

One of the Jttdges of the Supreme Court

Della Troynor. the 1«-year-old girl who 
was burned about the head and body 
when her clothing caught Are from an 
open grate at the Episcopal Orphans' 
Home, 21? East College street. Saturday 
morning, died yeaterday morning at ?:20 
o’clock at ihe Norton Infirmary from 
shock resulting from her Injuries The 
physicians who attended her said last 
night that her death was rather unex¬ 
pected and that she did not die directly 
from the burns, but from the shock. She 
was not removed lo the infirmary until 
late Sat unlay night, snd. as ah* seemed 
to be suffering but little. It was hoped 
that she would recover 

DeUa Traynor had been a ward of the 
Episcopal Orphan* Home since she wa* 
an 1 1 J ant. and. being one of the older 
girls, always helped in the work about 
the Institution. Saturday morning, as was 
her custom, she was cleaning the school¬ 
room on the thiM floor and was dusting 
the mantel when her dress caught Are 
from the open grate. A* soon as the 
child realised what had happened she 
screamed Ad ran out Into the hail. The 
other children on the same floor ran to 
tho aecond floor and called to the assist¬ 
ant superintendent. Mis* Ada Banks, 
that the girl * clothing woe on Are. 

Wth remarkable roolneas. Miss Banks 
snatched the bed clothing from one of 
the rooms as vhe passed and hurried to 
the third floor. The girl, with the 
flame* encircling her, no sooner saw ML*»s 
Banks thAn she threw her arms about 
her and only thoi the woman was wear¬ 
ing'a heavy woolen dress she. too. would 
probably have been severely burned As 
soon as she could tear the child from 
her embrace she wrapped the blankets 
about her and extinguished the flame*. 
It wwe seen that th* girl was burned 
about the head and body and Dr Rlclixrd 
Yoo was immediately! called. He dressed 
the burns and gave directions for her 
care. 

Although it was known that the child 
had been severely Injured, It was not 
thought that she was in a dangerous <*>n- 
dition. a* ah* seemed to suffer no gain 
after the soothing ointment* had been 
applied to her burns Saturday night, 
however. It was seen that the girl was 
rapidly sinking, and *o she was removed 
to the Norton Infirmary In the hope that 
her life might b<? suved. Dr. W, O. Rob 
erts wa* called in by Dr Yoe and the two 
physician* did everything known to med¬ 
ical skill to save her tffe. but It wa* of 
no avail and she passed away yesterday 
morning at 0:20 o’clock

Chief of Police, the necessity of better 
protecting his men from death and in¬ 
jury while In the performance of their 
duty, and us a reault he announced yes¬ 
terday afternoon that rifle and pistol 
practice Is*to become a part of the 
training of the members of the force us 
quickly as a place for target practice 
can be arranged. It has been ascer¬ 
tained that a great number of the pa¬ 
trolmen arc deficient In the use of fire¬ 
arms Many of them arfl so unskilled 
that the weapon* they carry with them 
are a source of danger Instead of a 
protection. 

Col. Lindsey expects to correct all 
this. It is the Intention to have the of- 
fleers and patrolmen practice shooting 
ns often as once a week and perhaps 
two or three times. In the course of a 
few months* training. It Is believed, that 
all of the men will be able to give a 
good account of themselvea with either 
rlfia or revolver. The city owns sixty 
of the best repeating rifles made, but 
not a member of the force has over 
practiced with them. Tile rifles were 
purchased to guard against mob® and 
riots of such proportions that revolvers 
and night sticks would be of little 
avail.
